The Evansville Sentiment o Begard

to the Completion of the Railrond

The Hophinsville Mecting  Fintier-

ing Proapecis,

From the Evamsyille Jowrnal of the 24,
we extract from the report of the commis-
sioners from thal sity lo the Hopkinsville
meeting o the T80h ult, and add the report
of the committee appointed to andit the
treasury siatement of the company nl the
stockhiolders’ weeling, These bear yrali-
fying assurances that the company s in a
buginess-like and prosperons condition, snd
that the spirit of energy pervading the
whaole line augur its early suceesalnl com-
pletion :

To' ‘the Commen Cowneil ‘of the Gty of
Fvanaviile : By appoiniment of & rmeeting
of citizens, held on the 12th inst , aud con-
curred in by the Council on the 14th inst.,
we attended the annual meeting of the
stockholders of the Evanaville, Henderson
and Nashville Railroad Company, held at
Hopkinsville, K., on the 18th inst.

he reparts of the President and of the
Secretary and Treasurer and Engineer were
submitted and read, and ordered to be
printed—the report of the Treasursr being
referred to a commillee of stockbolders for
examination and comparison with the
books and vouchers.

The seversl reports seemed (o be entirely
mtigfactory (o the meeting, and the opin-
ion seemed to be very general, if not unan-
imons, that Gen, Doyle had so far aecom-
plished ali that was possible with the
means at his disposal, and that, if properly
aided and pustained, he would ecarry the
work on 1o final completion.

The road i=completed from Nashville,
northward, about sixty-nine (69) miles, to
a point about four miles distant fromMHop-
kinuville, and from Henderson, southwand,
five mmiles, and rails on hand sufficient 1o
complete about one mile and a half addi-
tional ; the parts completed being abont
one-halfl of the entire distance belween
Nashrille and Henderson.

At one end of the line, some fear has
been expressed that upon the completion
of the line from Nashwville to the coal fields,
north of Hopkineville, the friends of the
rond at Nashville and intermediate points,
having secured access to the coal fields,
would feel but little intersat in the com-
pletion of the road to the Ohio river, but
atl our interview with the stockholders and
delegntes, especially those from Nashville,
we are satisfied that they eontemplate no-
thing short of the completion of the entire
line,

Whilst it is trvie that the citizens of Nash-
villp are deeply interested in secaring a
supply of cosl for fuel and manofactoring
purposes, they, in common with those at all
intermediate points, look to this road as
their only direct Northern route, connect-
ing them with the Northern lines to Chi-
cago and the Atlantic coast.

We are therefore of the opinion, from
whal we have seen of the spirit which ani-
mules ita friends over the entire line from
Evansville to Nasheille, and frow ear own
obaervation of the importance and absolute
necessity of the work, that ita completion
™ an fact : and as the vity of
Fvanaville has already agread 1o snbacribe
and take three hundred thonsand dollars
of the capital stock of the company, on
terms already agreed npon, we think that
without increasing the amount of the in-
yvestment, we may, by a modifieation of the
terms, walerially shorten the time required
for its completion. We left Hopkinsville
after the adjonrnment of the meetiog, and
passed over the line, o lar as completed,
and arrived at Nashiville nt about 1 o'clock,
A. s, of the J%h inst., and returned home
by the Cumberland and Ohio rivers.

THE LATE EXCITEMENT AT GAL-
LATIN. '

The Gallatin Freaminer of " the 9th
inst. vefers to the late exciting scenea at
that place as follows

“The ring-leader, Phillips, on Thursday
last was busy recruiting. He was in the
lower portion of the county, on the Fair-
view and Franklin plantations, and several
negroes were seduced from their plows
by his promises of two dollars a day and
employment until the Presidential elec-
tion, He had gotten his roll up to about
one hundred, we learn. No higher proofl
of the pesceful disposition of our citizens
could be given than the fact that this
breaker of the peace, accompanied by an-
other bummer, was permitted to ride abont
through the county actively engaged in
raising a force of negroes 1o muarder our
citizens, and not be knocked in the head
or shot down by some of our outraged and
insulted people. The fellow mnst cer-
tainly have the confidence of Napoleon in
hia luck, or is devoid of braing, but so it
i9, he goes unharmed, On Friday, our
neighbor Simon, the hutcher—and a good
Conseryative—who owns the forl, gave
Phillips notice that he mnst be paid two
dollars per day for the ocenpation of his
fortifications, or luave, and, thinking the
price asked too high, we imagine, left, and
moved his negroes over into the felds
aboat it. They would dmperse at
pight to  their lodging places about
the town aond vicinity, and reassem-
blée next morning, On Saturday an order
oame from Nashville from Brownlow, or
his deputy son-in-law Boynton, or hia dep-
uly somebods else, 1o dishand and return
the arms, and they were boxed up and
sent. This did not, however, embrace a
good lot of moskets which was already
here in the hands of the militia of Inst
year, and had been given (o them by M-
Kinly. They hold these yet.

“And thusended occurrences which came
very closely upon bloodshed. Bat for the
extraordinary prudence and forebesrance
of our cilizens we cannol estimate the
amount of bloodshed which wounld have
resnited The Radical ringleaders have
learned a lesson, we trust that will last
them many a day. If they dare sgain to
trifle with and openly insult our people
when they are quictly pursuing their avo-
cations, harming no one—submitting to the
unjust laws, as galling as they nre, and pre-
sume to.thrnst bayonets at their throats, in
hands of negroes, we warn them thet the
consequences will be fearful. Notall the
outside power on the continent will avert
a catastraphe which will be shart, sharp,
fearfal and decisive”
